Pretoria, May 18.— It was oUk-ially uii- 
n'Hinced to-Uuy that when tbe laagers 
and forts around Mafeking hud been 
severely bomtinrded the siege was 
ubiindoucd. 

A special Jesi)atch fruin AiuBterUum 
says a telcKrum from a Boer source an- 
nounces that Mafeking was relieved 
Tuesday. 

'Xbo recipient of the telegram is cn tlit- 
ed witli having heard of the relief of 
Ijadysmith before it was announced. 

London, May 19.— v4 a. m.)— London's 
millions spent halt the night in the 
streets, and at 5 o'clock this morning 
groups of men are singing and cheering, 
and there are crowds in front of the 
.Mansion House, Marlborough House, 
the clubs ou Pall Mall and the war oflicu 
and in Parliaiuont Square, waving Hags 
and joining in national airs. 

Mr. George Wyndham, under secre- 
tary for war, replying to several mem- 
bers of the IiiUlso who had privately in- 
terrogated him, said: "Although the 
goverument has uotliiug, I nm disposed 
to believe the Boer bulletin. It may he 
to-morrow or even Monday before the 
government could get the despatches 
from our military commanders, even if 
tlie siege were raised some days ago, as 
the news would need to be conveyed 
over a very long distance by mcSHMigor 
oil horseback, whereas the enemy would 
probably be able to avail themselves of 
telegrapliic communications." 

Cul. Hiulcn-l'owoU's brother in London 
has received a cablegram jfrom a Dutch 
friond in Pretoria, s&yWg-that MnreKing 
has been relieved. 

London, May 18.— The despatches of 
the Associated Press announcing tno re- 
lief of Mafeking were posted outside the 
Mansion House, and the news rapidly 
spread. A large crowd collected, all the 
streets in the neighborhood resounding 
v. ith cheers. The war office at 9 o'clock 
announced that no news had been re- 
ceived, and at 9:40 the Lord Mayor, in 
his nlllciul robes of office, announced the 
joyful news to the crowd outside. The 
masses of peoiile outside the Mansion 
House soon grew to such dimensions

It was as If a deep fog hud blotted out 
the Spartan baud; as if the battle emoke 
had hidden them again from the straiii« 
ing gaze of those who were praying foil 
their deliverance fro mtho terrific ordeal. 
Tormenting uncertainty again seized tho 
minds of tho British people as to what 
might be happening bfhiiid that thick 
and ominotis veil. Hope was raised tO 
intense pitch when the news came that 
Colonel Plumor and his men wei'e hast- 
ening down from Bnluwayo and Fovt 
Tuli to cut a way through the Be"r linea 
and raise tho siege. Then came the dis- 
tressing news of his check at Crocodile 
Pools and the other exasperating hin- 
drances which the wily Boers had taken 
good care to place in his way. lOveryi 
bridge was destroyod anil miles of the 
railway torn tip away at the nortl-. of 
Mafc'king and PitMiini, thus rendering 
anything like a rapid relieving move- 
ment on the part of the lUiodesian forecrt 
impossible. Colonel I'lumer's ooiiimand 
have had a hard time of it thenisolves, 
repairing the damage done b.v the eueuiy, 
in order to delay their advaiu-e.

Since Fred. G. White, tlie manager, 
took charge in March, splendid progress 
has been made in preparing for the 
annual rush for scows, boats anil build- 
ing nuiterial at the opening of naviga- 
tion. He had ten teams hauling logs 
from the limits just back of the mill, 
ivhile the snow lasted, and lias cmuigh 
of what he says is the linest timber ever 
sawn on the lakes laid in to keep his mill 
running the whole season. 

Sulhcient planking and frame timber 
is now piled in the company's shi])yard 
lo construct fifty scows. 

Owing to the ))oi)ularity and conse- 
quent demand for the company's V. Y. T. 
brand of scow, they have been compelled 
to begin eonstnu'ticui this year to fill 
orders in band, at an earlier date than 
usual, and have already a number ready 
to launch. As they stand on the ways, 
one is struck witli the solid and work- 
manlike manner in which tliesc vessels 
are built, as well as with their griH'c 
and beauty, if such terms are applicable 
to a scow. 

Mr. White intends to keep sufllcient 
men at work to enable him to till speciu! 
orders the day after they are received, 
and at the same time build a numbor of 
each size for stock. The idea is to hav 
a good as.sortment, already rigged, on 
hand during the season, so that parties 
bringing in freight will be able to load 
the same day as they arrive. 

'I'he company's works are but an easy 
ten minutes' walk, on a fine sawilust 
road, from the town of Bennett, and are 
w(dl worth a visit.

And un- 
der -svhat horribly discoitraging conditions 
those grpjid deeds v/ere planned and car- 
ried out! Listen to the tale of a corres- 
pondent who iiaK been penned up in that 
hell oii earth eiuee the beginning of the 
bombardment, Mr. J. Angus Hamilton, ] 
representing London JBlack. and White: | 
"A month to Christmas. Day, and we 
are still endnring the straits of a siege \ 
and the torments of .a bombardment. For 
almost seven weeks -we have defied an 
enemy who encircles us -uikhi every eWe, 
and who have summoned to their aid for 
the parpose of 'bceaching our trivial 
t-arthworks, the finest guns from the ar- 
tienal in Pretoria. The Boers outnum- 
ber us in men and artillery, and not a 
day has passed .since the siege began 
that they have not tJirown ehrapncl and 
comnion nheH, omitting minor projectile.s, 
into the town. And atill we live, with 
just suffleieut .si)irit to jeer across our 
rami)arts at the enemy. They Mauser 
us, they shcU us. they cut our rrater off, 
and rahi our cattle: tliey make life hell, 
Hud thev <:an do fo, so long an it may 
pb-atie tiicm; but no one was ever .;o de- 
luded if thej tliiuk that by sueb means 
vMafeUiiig surreu<lers. I'rom lime to 
time we have given them a taste of our 
<iuality, and if on oceasion we havi' lost 
some few, it is a .source i>f lUflanehoiy 
.<Mtisfai'tioii to kiiou- that thi-ir liist^ has 
been the greati^r." 

This indomiLable .spirit bus held the 
large Boer ari:)ies in usejess occuj)ation 
around the thn-i,. main points of attack, 
and liMf^ i-,>ntributed to the, ultimate j 
eonfouiuling of Uie Uoer tactics. But ! 
for that dogged derenee the enemy might | 
porisihly have been able to carry out their 1 
design of reachiui; the aea const and I 
over-running the whole of Cape Colony : 
and Nntal. Except those hard nuts which 
they failed to crack, there was nothing ' 
to prevent them from doing that. The i 
whole Empire owes a debt of gratitude j 
to tb0 defenders of Mafeking, Ladysinith j 
and Kimberley for averting what would ; 
have been a dreadful catastrophe. 

"The attack by a force under direction 
of Colonel Baden Powell upon the Boer | 
position at Game Tree Hill, ou the morn- 
ing' of December 2(5, has scarcely a piir- 
allel for reckles-.s heroism in history, 'ilie

but the wounded continued to cheer and 
urged on their eomraili's with shouts to 
continue the attack. Captain Fitzelar- 
enee, shot tlirough the leg, mastered hirf 
agony, aat up and waved on his men 
with extraordinary composure. In the 
eul-de-sac at the base of the fort wall, 
when all hope of winning or of safe re- 
treat wae gone, six British olhcers died 
hghting to the last. Two of them, Capt. 
Vernon and Bieut. I'aton, struggled up 
to the loopholes and thrust in their re- 
volvers and emptied every chamber 
amongst the enemy inside before they 
were killed themselves. This corres- 
pondent concludes the letter from which 
the foregoing is taken with the pathetic 
exclamaUon: 

"In the meantime the siege eontuiiies, 
I the guns of the enemy assault ur;, and 
I no relief arrives — no relief arrives." i 
j That was on De<.-eiuher 27, so the 
reader may imagine for himself the 
i ghastly miseries of .Imiuary, l'\'bruaiy, , 
March and April, wiUu.ut any relief hav- i 
ing come to them. If it were so bad 
away back in December, what inuch the 
sullcrings of the heroic garri:soii h.-ive 
been in lh(j.-e latter weeks before hi'lp i 
canu'V The mind shrinks from t!ie task 
of trying to conceive of the sulTering. | 
the niVntal and boilily agony, endured tiy , 
all within lliose lines of .Mafi-king. i et, 
in spite of llie liard.shiji und t.Ui.> priva- 
tion borne so bravely by thi? Bnll^h 
iroojis anil residents, they remaiiu'd true 
•() tlie British instinct ihiU invariably pro- 
I ti'ct.s the weak and di'fencelesr; even in 
the face of seemingly insuperable dilll- 
' eultii'H, in cases where such iiroteetion 
actually increases the didlculty and dan- 
ger— Baden-l'owell took kindly care of 
the natives wlio ihvelt within the lines, 
and all tlirough the siege liiey have been 
treated with the same care and considera- 
tion that ha« been extended to the white 
people. This, for miiny who read that 
«lorv, will stand out as the most glorious 
deed of all, "s it certainly' la ' the best 
proof that at no time does the Briton, 
be he olllcer or private soldier or sailor, 
forget those principles which have made 
the British nation uuiQue amongst the 
nations of the earth. How many for- 
I'ign commanders would have shown the 
humane consideration for mere helpless 
blacks?.,, 

4lEliO OF MAFEKING. 

(;,d. Baden-Bowell, the Brnve Comman- 
der of tlie Beleaguered Town. 

Tlie best of luck does not always iit- 
teiid the most brilliantly clever men: in- 
deed, most of them have tales to tell'of 
struggles against adversity and times 
when their careers seemed to be tottering. 
If that is the rule, then Colonel Baden- 
Powell is tlite exception to it. Brilliant 
he is in the first degree,^ ond .at forty- 
two years of age he -noi :^ record of 



which he may well be proud. But tla' 
gods have been kind to him. When he 
was given the rank ho was actually the 
youngest colonel ia Her MujestyV army, 
and, so being, he possibly excited the 
envy of another member of his family, 
who for a long time was the oldest sub- 
altern in the service. When, a matter 
of four months ago, he was despaiched to 
South Africa for the purpose of .-aising 
a military force on the spot and drilling 
it into ^lUoiency, be was interviewed on 
his departure by an old army man, who 
wished him '"God-speed." "It will be all 
right," Badeii-l'owell responded. ".A-ll 1 
hope is tliat they will give me a warm 
corner!" His luck has stuck to him. The 
Boer obliged him with the first "warm 
corner" there was about; and how splen- 
didly he and bin men defended .Mafeking 
when the air was full of shot and shell 
the ni'wspaiters have told. 

Tai- Colonels father was the late I'n.- 
fes.ior Badcu-l'uweLl, .iiid lie is ilesccnii- 
[ ed on liis iiiolhcr's side from a family 
which acliieved disliiu'tiou in the naval 
service. He was educatetl at Charter- 
h(;nse, ami al the age of nineteen he 
joincil the l.">lh llnssarr;, serving as ad- 
I jutant with his ivgiment in Inilia, Af- 
I glianistan. ami hjoutli Africa. Thus he 
'made the accinainlaiK'e of the Ciipe \ cry 
I'aily in liit^ careei-. an acciu.aintani-e 
[ ii> lie resinned nn more than one menior- 
alile occasion afterwards. iii; was des- 
pateheil to Ciipetuwsi aguiu in 1SH7 as 
I a.^^istaiit military secretary to (ieiienil 
Sir Ilcnry .Smyth. He held this appoinl- 
' nienl for two years, anil during that per- 
iod he served in the JSuiuJaud operations, 
and came in for mention in the des- 
patches— always an honor, but even more 
so in thot^e days than now. 

Then he was appointed military secre- 
tary to the Governor of Malta, who, 
tlioDgh he h.iil ni> power to do ko. gave 
him the local and temporary rank of 
maj ir. H.B.H. the lJuke of Cambridge 
was Commander-in-Chief at the time, and 
by his command Baden-Powell had to 
substitute two stars for the one ciMWii 
oii his sliouli4er-cor<ls. Amongst his 
many accomplisliiiients he is an amateur 
actor of no mean ability, has eapabilitieH 
a.s a stage nuinnger whicli woulil secure 
him employment on thi' boards if any 
impossible combination of circumstances 
made a change of <!ai'eer desirable, juul, 
having a good voice into the bargain, it 
is no wonder that whilst in .Malta he \yas 
in very great demand socially. The sim- 
|de fact of the matter \v.as tliat, whilst 
he devoted almost a maximiim of tiiife 
to serious inirsuils. iie was quite the life 
and soul of the place, leading the revels 
at the I'alace, and generally rendering 
himself indispens;ible at all soeiiil func- 
tions of importance. 

The lirmness of bin character and the 
fact that he was a born leader of men 
were already apparent, A littie anecdote 
is told of his sojourn at Malta, which, 



though trivial enough in- ii>; way, shows 
' hi>w he sometimes stepped in where others 
! in .lUthority leared ti> tread. A carnival 
hall was hehl at Ihc I'ahn.e, and IVs- 
tivitii-'ts were keiit iiii lib an early liour. 
I Hy-and-by the disi inguished host and all 
j tliiKse ifiioni hiui hetran to desire heartily 
j that the guests would go, fi>r al half-past 
ibrts' ill the morning, though they oc- 
casiouaily, in the manner of giiest-s, re- 
marked that they were "going," they 
looked good enough to remain for another 
I hour or two. 'IMie A.D.C. didift know 
what to do, and conseiiuently did iiolli- 
I ing; but Jiaden-rowell delat with the sit- 
ii.uiou. He went out into the corridor, 
i ill .1 cigarette at a gas-jet, and then, 
\ with some of the guitits observing him, 
i signilicantly turned it out. It was^ a 
<ielicate, but linn and eftectual, hint. The 
visitors speedily took their departure, aud, 
thanks to Baden-Powell, the I'alace was 
soon iu rejMJse. 

After this he returned to 'Africa, 
charged with the special service of rais- 
ing and commanding the native levies in 
the Afihantl operations. This was a 
test of the man. This jiart of the coaut 
was new to him, but, forumately, he ob- 
tained the assistance of Captain (now: 
.Major) Graham, of the .Jth Bancers, who 
was very well aciiuainted, with the coun- 
try and its people. The pair began oiier- 
' ations at Cape ("oast Castle, and very 
1 speedily orgauiy.ed a considerable force 
> which, iu the way of pioneering, t^cout- 
I ing, aud performing outpost work, did 
service of a Quality which much aston- 
! islieJ the nnnierous critics who had 
I sworn that the West Coast tribes were 
I good for nothing of the kind. Badeii- 
I Powell made soldiers of them, and when 
I he came home he came with the brevet 
: rank of Lieutenanl-t'oloiicl. 
I His motto during this campaign against 
1 Prenipeh was , "Hon't Hurry; iiaticuce 
J gaiiki the day," and it had its origin in 
' the native saying, ".Softly, softly, catcliee 
, monkey," which he laughed at, but the 
I truth of which he realized. li<' would 
i remark at thai lime that a smile and a 
slick wiiulii carry you llinnigh any dilll- 
ciilly in Ihc world, anil il was because 
of liiis dispositiiui anil of these tendi'iicies 
j of character that he e .lablished sucli an 
intliieiire over the natives, nud got i^o 
I much work out of them. 

When in IS'.W the .Malabele rose for a 
second time. General Frederick Carrlng- 
I ton. v.ho was in command of the British 
I forces, selected Badeu-Powell as his chief 
(|Uainted with llu- rountry and the [leople, 
' the selection was a very wise one, and 
it was amply justilied liy results, for in 
thus carupaign he achieved his greatest 
distinction, was again mentioned in des- 
patches, and received more promotion. 

Though his ollleial position was that of 
chief of the staff, actually he Beemed to 
bo everything that it was possible for a 
soldier and a man to be under tlie cir- 
cumstances. One day he would lie going | 
tlirough papers aud returns iu his ollice 
at Buliiwayo, then he would ride along- 
side the General as principal staff olilcer, 
next place himself in eonimand of a de- 
tached column and would vary thi>se du- 
tieti by going off on a scouting expedi- 
tion with a few native trackers, and run 
great risks by spying out the places of 
the Matabele iuipis in tlie .Matnppo 
strongholds. 

As if this were not euongli. be played 
Ihi^ pari of war correspondent and ar- 
tist as well, i.nil became "special" for one 
of the Boudoii dailies during this war. 
whilst for another of them, an illustrnt- 
ed. III- freiiueiilly c<cnt home sketches. It 
is rumored that while carrying on this 
work he was for a short time placed in 
a very delicate jiosition. He v,-as. cur- 
iously t'jjoijgh, appoiiiteU press ceiieor, 



laud it iK'Piinie bis duty to examine nil 
; the "cojiv" of the correspondenls, :md 
cut out auv remarks which he thought 
I should not be cabled home. Of course 
I his discretion in regard to his own "copy ' 
could be depended upon, but it was an 
odd situ.;t:"a. ^ . , tt 

lie was promoted from the l,.ttl ilus- 
.su-s to the command of the 5th Dragoon 
(!uards in 1,S97, and it was on his return 
from India a little while ago that be was 
I sent otT to where he is now. Such is 
the career in brief of this first-class fight- 
ing man. 

But though brilliant all round as an 
Olllcer, and renowned for bis splendid 
< ourage and determination, he has earned 
fame for himself for one particular 
branch of Work as no other olllcer has, 
or, it is safe to say, will do, in the pre- 
sent generation. He is by a long way 
the finest scout in the arni.v. He revels 
in the work, looks upon it as grand sport, 
and is nevi'r so happy as when running 
all manner of risks in pursuit of it. 

He savs scouting M like a game of foot- 
hull. "You are selec'ted as a forward 
plaver. Play the game; play that your 
side may win. Don't think of your own 
glorilieacion or your own risks— your side 
are hacking you up. Play up, and iiiake 
the best of every chance you get. l<oot- 
ball is a good game, but better than it. 
i better than any other game, in that of 
: man-hunting." 

I As to what scouting really means lie 
, himself can tell us. "It is comparatively 
i easy," he says, "for a man in the heat 
ami 'excilement of batlle. where every 
'one is striving to be tirst, to dash out 
beffire the rest and do some gallant deed; 
(but it in another thing for a man to take 
I liis life in his hand to carry out some 
cxIiM dangerous bit of scouting ou his 
1 own accoiiiil, where there is no lUie by to 
I applaud, and it niighl be just as easy for 
liim to go liack; that is a true bit of hero 
! wi.rl;. :ind yet it is what a scout does 
1 coiilinually iis 'all in the day's work.' It 
' Is his own pluck and ability that enable 
him to do ills work with success. For 
1 these reasons the scout on service is look- 
ed u]) lo with the greatest respect and 
admiration bv hie comrades.!' 

'J'o be a good scout a soldier must be 
n detective of the Sherlock Holmes pat- 
tern, and that is just what the Colouel is. 
On one very misty day he was riding 
with the staft at the Berkshire manoeu- 
vres, when on a neighboring hill four 
parties were seen. One oflicer dechiied 
that they were squadrons of cavalry, 
whilst another was willing to wager that 
they were ffuns. Colonel Baden-Powell 
watched them closely for a minute, and 
observed that one individual cropsed over 
from one party to the next. He made a 
deduction, and promptly offered to bet 
that thev were sheep! An orderly was 
sent out" to see what they really were, 
and when he returned his report was 
"»>heep!" 

■ Another time when in MataiieleUind 
ho had suddenly noticed that the grass 
had been recently trodden down. He 
followed u[i the track, and found it to bo 
the "sjioor" of several women and boys 
going in the direction of the enemy. There 
were no trees for miles about, hut he 
noticed a leaf lying a few yards off the 
track, and he convinced himself that the 
parly had come from a village about lif- 
teen miles away where leaves of . this 
kind grew, .\s it was damp apd smelt 
of beer, he came to the conclusion tliat, 
according to their custom, they had been 
carrying pots of native beer on their 
heads, the mouths of the pots being stop- 
ped v. ith huncllc^s of leaves; and as. the 
leaf was ten vards from pie..^traek jit 
showeil that there was a xvilldjblowlng 
when they passed. • ^ ,

All the wliilc 
his force was being depleted by casual- 
ties and disease, provisions were run- 
ning low, and the I'hanccs of ultiinati' re- 
lief seemed at the lowi'sl ebb. But there 
wiie staunch British hearts witltin the 
ddenguercd town — brave men and heroic 
women— and «o it came about that during 
the seven mouths and more of siege 
"Ever above the topmost roof tho banner 

of lOuglaud flew." 
Privation, disappointment, death were 
there In all their worst forms, but never 
llu' tholl,^'llt of snrreiidei-. It is a glori- 
«Uti record of enthusiasm. It leaches tlio 
■world what manner of material the 
•citizen-.soldiery of the Rmpire are made. 
l''or P.aden-I'mvell and iiis brave ^'iirri- 
.siin ihere duulilless a\vail> some special 
recqguiliou. Surely they deserve it, liiu 
not the less do the women and ohildreu, 
who endured with them tlie terribli^ priva 
tious, ami through weary days aud ui;:lils 
hoped against hojie for relied', which 
aeenied an though it would uever come 
The story of tho siege has yet to ]io writ- 
ten, and «o also tlle story of the relief. 
They will make a record that will l)e ever 
preserved in the annals of oilr rnco. 

The reinainder of yosterday'.-i war ni 
was full .d' interest, Imt so ;,'real w;i> llic 
enthuisiasm over that from Mafckiug that 
it was lost sight of. The occupation of 
Iloopstad by Mothuen. and of 
liindley by Broaihvood are 
portaiit movemeiitt'. llooiistad is 70 
juilea northeast of Biviliof and alunit 
the same distance west of Kroonsiad. 
Methuen has several courses oiien to 
him. He ni.iy continue bis northeasterly 
advance so as to unite hia force witJi 
that of lloberls at the crossing of the 
Vaal. Four days' march will take him to 
A^ierfontein, whence there is u railway to 
KrooastRd, and tour days more would 
take him to the right Bank of the enemy's 
position at tho Vaal. If he chowe to 
make fijrceii marches he could doulit- 
less cover the whole distance in a week. Or 
wbca be reachea Yicrfontcin he may 
cross the Vna! to Klerksdorp, whence 
there is a r.-.ilway to .Tohanncslnirg, At 
Iloopstad be is very near tlie Vaal, and 
he may cross the river and advance to- 
wards Klerkfidorp on the north bank. He 
may also proceed directly east to Kroon- 
stad, but this ia -unlikely. 
• Br&adwood, having occupied Liudlc.v, 
has two course!' open to liiui. He may 
strike out soutlioasterly to Bothleliein, a 
distance of 25 miles, w!>i-ro lie would ob- 
tain control of the railway wliicli conies 
•up . from, L^dysmlth through Van Kee- 
naa^^ 'Pass, or he may leave this to Eun- 
>dic, wlio is about tbe same distance 



away in a southerly direction, 
and himself strike northward to 
Heilbron ■>vhich ia between 35 and -lO 
miles away. By this he would demon- 
strate against the enemy's left tiimul- 
tnncously with Koberts' advance against 
their front. Meanwhile Hutton,.witli,tlie 
nioimted infantry, has moved up towards 
the oiieuiy'd ri^'ht. 

The capture of Commauilant Botlia and 
the surrender of Generals Duprey and 
Danicla will have a depressing effect 
upon the enemy, especially when taken 
in eoniiection with the large iiutiiber of 
liur.ijliers who are eillier voluntarily giv- 
ing themselves up or are being taken 
;)ri!;oner&. 

We look for interet-ting news from 
Mafekiug as to llie movmeuts of the re- 
lieviug force, v.'hich will be reinforced 
by «,'(d.

THE I.ABOK VOTE. 

Is there such a thing in British Colum- 
bia as " the Labor Vote," and if there 
is. ought there to be? These are iutor- 
esting questions, not only to politicians 
but to the whole pulilic. Without un- 
dertaking to answer the first, we will 
say that if there is u labor vote here tlio 
fault is largely, if not wholly, with the 
men %vbo have assumed the right to mold 
imlilic o[)inioii. and is due to the niealy- 
moutlicd way in which (luestions directly 
bearing upon Ihe subject of wages and 
lioiii-s of labor are apiiroadied in public 
iliscussioii. Our own view is that the 
element of the community, commonly 
tliougli not correctly described ns work- 
ingmen, is just as well able to arrive al 
ccinnuin-sense conclusions uiion public 
issues as those who belong in other 
walks of life, The ex-clusivi> applica- 
tion of the term "■workingmen " to thosi 
who take o£E their coats— for that is 
wliat it amounts to— is incorrect, for out- 
side of wliat are called the ranks of 
labor are lUousands ot oniployce.'s, who 
spe-nd longer hours at their tasks for 
mnch poorer .jrepaunemtion, and yet have 
to keep up a better appearance than the 
" ^vorkingiuen." But wo arc not talking 
of these to-day. The men we have in 
mind are those engaged in -^-hnt are 
ordinarily called trades. If these form a 
separate political party, the fault lies 
with our public men. 'Phis class of the 
community formed the backbone of tho 
Consen-ativo party in the days when 
Ppotnctiou M-as a live issue, and the rca- 
.son was that they were made to under- 
stand the nature of the issue. They 
were tiiadc to see that as an economic 
principle it paid the wage-earner to have 
manufacturing industries protected, oven 
though it increased prices at first. We 
believe the same class in Britisli Coluin- 
biii would respond in the same mnnnor 
to an appeal to their common sense. 

Take the eight-hour law, for example; 
In common with tlie great majorit,v of 
people \vi> believe that eight 'hours are 
long enough for any man to work under 
ground in a mine. At the 8ami> time it 
cannot be established that ten lioiirs' 
work in the metalliferous mines of Koot- 
uay has been productive of any injury 
to tile mini'i-s. When these things are 
ailinitfed, the thing rcsolvos itself down 
to n. simple ImsiucHs proposition, aud we 
hold that the every-iay workingman is 
just as competent to come to an intelli- 
gent conclusion on it, when the facts 
have lieen placed lieforc biin, as anyone 
eJse. Yet none of tiiosi> who addn>ss 
public meetings upon llie issui's of the 
day seem to think it worth while to 
place this matter before the workingmen 
on a siiuare business basis. There would 
lie no sucli tiling as a labor vote in this 
province if this were done, for the work- 
iugmen woulil see that their interests 
are bound up in the strongest possible 
way with those of the business coiu- 
luuiiily, and there would cease to be a 
division of the electorate on what are 
called labor issues. 

Of course, in every comuniuity the arts 
of the demagogue can be employed with 
advautagc by unscrupulous politicians, 
and false issues cnu be raised with more 
or less success. There is no diiTeronce 
between the men who take olT tlieir coats 
when they go to wi>rk and tlioso who do 
not in this respect. Each elnss, wants 
leadership, and both are easily misled by 
specious ai^ument. There is a dema- 
goguism which appeals to the man in his 
shirt-sleeves, and a demagogulsm ■which 
appeals to the man in broadcloth, and 
our experience ia that it is about as diffi- 
cult to combat tbe prejudice.^ of one as 



QUESTION OF LEADERSHIP. 

It has been represented to the Colonist 
that objection is mad« against tiiC; oppo- 
sition candidates becouse they acknow- 
ledge no political lender. The SInrtinites 
are fond of saying: " Mr. Martin is our 
leader, but you have none." Tho ob- 
jection is frivolous. There is no neces- 
sity for a leader. When the elections 
are over and the house meets, a leader 
can bo selected. What other course 
can anyone suggest, wliich a self-govern- 
ing people ought to think nf adopting? 
What body is there who can claim auth- 
ority to select a leoder? It is easy 
enough fot some one, if he thinks fit, to 
come before the people claiming to be a 
leader, but whom will he lead? With 
.\lr. Martin the case is difTerent. He 
was chosen premier by tlic Lieutenant 
(iovenior and liy that act became ii 
leader. It would have been just the 
same if the most insignificant man in Iho 
(•ommuiiily bad be.Mi chosen iireuiier 
There is no other way tliat a polilical 
leader can be brought out in this prov 
ince, unless some one possesses suflleient 
personal force to command tbe support 
of a certain portion of the community 
and as yet no one has come forward ti 
do this. Ileiico tho ri'iestion of lender- 
ship must remain in abeyance until after 
the election, when the members clioi 
ia opposition will meet and organize. 

There is nothing unusual in this. Sir 
t'harles Tupper wa.-i chosen leader of 
the ronservative party by ii caucus 
the (.'onservalive members after the 
election ot ISiHl, and his tenure of the 
IHist was ratified by the same caucus 
during the preseBt session. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier was chosen leader of the Lib 
erals at a party caucus. He was not 
declared leader by any ollicial body 
apart from the members of the house, 
nor did he nominate himself for the 
place. Sir Henrj- Oampbell-Bonnerman, 
the Liberal leader in Great Britaiu, was 
chosen for the place by bis party in the 
House of (Jominons. We doubt if any 
instance can be cited ■\vliero nn opposi 
tion party met in convention or other 
Wise before an election and selected i 
leader. Onr advice to our political 
friends is to s(-lect a suQicieiit number 
of opposition representatives to secur 
llie overtlirow of Mr. Martin and leave 
the ipiestion of leadership to be deter- 
ininefl by them.

Transformed 



News of Mafeking's Relief Pro- 
duces 8 Spontaneous 
Outburst of Joy. 



^^e^l, Women and Children UnUe 
In One Great Patriotic 
Celebration. 



It was twenty minutes to two .rester- 

day afternoon when the word for which 
till' llritish world lias waited all these 
weary weeks was flashed over the C. P. 
It. wires to Victoria — Mafeking's relief 
had been accomplLshed, and the war 
ulhce fully conlirmed tlie glorious news. 

Two minutes later theatre bells pro- 
claimed the jnyfii! tidings with a tuuuill 
of triumphant sound, and v.hile bare- 
headed moll and women were still at 
lioors anil windows, asking "whore's the 
lire'.'" a fusilade of bombs and iiro- 
rrackiTS from the Colonist tower sup- 
lilied the true interpretatiou. 

Then Victuriu S'voke to the full appre- 
riation of what the bells were telling,| 
and (as if by magic) the streets, the 
biMldiiigs, men and women, little folks 
and eiiiiipagcs, blossoineil in the triumph- 
ant colors of the untioa. It does not 
take hours of preparatinu tu sliow the 
lieart of British (..'oluinbia's cajiital on 
such oceasiuns; decorating is as 
thorough as it is spontaneous in the 
moments of the F.nipiro's victories, and 
half an lionr yesterday transformed the 
marts and avenues of business into 
pirocs of festival. 

Chinatown was raided for fireworks. 
Siaiil luiMi of romiuerre vied with one 
allot lii'i' in Ihi.' miiiiber niul the size of 
their stroamers and Hags; the motliers 
and the daughters of the city joined their 
liiisliands and fathers on the streets — 
.Mafekinu Day was in its bloom, and. 
liko Ladysiiiilli Day, clainied tbo uii- 
iliviiled inlerost and splondid iiatriotism 
(if each inhabitant. 10. (i. Prior iV (^o., 
Ltd., glorioii in tlie distinction of being 
tlio lirst to raise the oniblem of the 
naiion over their business premises; W. 
A: .1. Wilson, the clothiers, wore next. 
Later honors belong to everyone, for, as 
if hmeheil by the w.inil of a fairy, the 
lia,i,'s went \\p on shipping and home and 
olllce, public buildiug aiiiJ common school 
until all Victoria was radiant in red aud 
white and blue. 

Within the twenty uiinutes of gract) 
before the hour struck, Victoria was en 
fete. 

Tbi'U came tlie band. The musicians 
of tlie Fiftli Itegiiueiit, it must be rc- 
memljerod, are w:' supported by tludr 
art. They are hard-working men of 
many trades, and when the bells rang 
out Iheir news nf news, were scattered 
in all Iho (luarters of the town, in ofllce, 
workshop and mill. A bicycle niessen- 
gev summoned them iu hasie, and. don- 
ning the uniforin of Uie Queen ve love, 
they ^v(■re soon out (not for pay, but for 
patrio(isin) to give lo the cheering 
crowds the only music uuy cared to listen 
to—" God Si'"e tlu- Queen," " Rule 
Britannia," " Siildievs of the Queen," 
and — the world has learned it since this 
war bi'gan, and it has linked this West- 
ern province to its sisters in iialioniil 
ronfi'ileral ion as never it was linked be- 
fore — " U'lie Maple Leaf Forever." 

Xo one organi/.i:.i the Mafeking Day 
parade — no ono was ucoiled to. It or- 
ganized itsi'lf as naturally tiud as easily 
as could be imagiiieii. The band went 
first, of course, and showed the way. 
Then came the cheering crowds, cai/Tj'iug 
Hags, wearing Hags, glorifying their 
horses and their carriages, their bicycles 
and tliidr baby carriages with fl.i.gs. 

When the band stopi)ed, to play over 
and yet over again those same enduring 
strains that mean so much to Britons 
end to livilization. the crowd stoppe<l, 
too, and cheered for excess of gladnoss. 

Xor was the great spontaneous panide 
without its novel features, the more ap- 
propriate and appoiiling to the popular 
foeliiig because, like rtll else, they were 
alisolutidy unstudied anil unarraugcd. 

I'irst came a party of hurrahing child- 
ren. Fifty they were originally, per- 
haps, but soon tlie nuiul)ers grew. They 
had eaiPliued a dilapidated cart and 
nioiinted on it their girl companions, en- 
ihroiied mid Fnion .Tucks. 

Dragging this rude chnriot of Britan- 
nia thnmgh the streets furnished the 
lirst vent for their feelings, and as tliey 
iiiaii-hed in triumph, the words of " Sol- 
(liiTs of the Queen " cnme with clarion 
i lea mess from a hundred youthful 
tliriiats, lo 1)6 taken up and answered 
with a tumult of cheers from their 
elders on the crowded sidewalks, 

The soldiers and the sollot^ were also 
iirompt to command esi>ccial recognition 
as factors of the celebration. The news 
of Mafeking's deliverance had gone by 
plinne and telegraph to the barracks at 
\\ ork Point, the temporoiy home of the 
Canadi.uis just over the harbor,. and the 
headquarters of the navy nt Esquimalt. 
General leave was promptly granted, 
and soon the city thronged with service 
folk. 

And well did they play their part! 
Perhaps it is because they know how 
stern the work of their brothers in arms 
in active service is that they can, when 
the day is won, rival the ciildren in the 
demonstratiouH of their rejoicing. Sing- 
ing, da.ucing. capering, they took their 
place in the parade, and "when some one 
at the corner of Govemment and Yates 
streets gave the cue—" "What's the mat- 
ter with Baden-Powell?"— they raised 
the echoes with their afaonta for the 
hero-defender of Mafeking— thb man 
who luis given a new and valiant em- 
phasis to Britain's watchword, ""What 
wn have we'll hold." , 

It was somewhere alon^ Yates street 
that the red marine contingent of the 
celebrating army came aciross a staggei; 
iug civilian., . He - was heavy and un- 
kempt and ill-natured,' and something in 
his general .«ippearonce suggested Boor. 
. "He lookS'likO: a- Boer,'.', soid a grin 
ning bluejacket, surveying him.

011. These trucks contained nothing 
more hariiilcHs than dynamite, aud the 
Bucr lus<^ was lieavy. 

I'Jnrag-d by this, f'.,,iii(,- nc.\t day pre- 
pared to assault the town in earnest. 
But his preparations were disturbed. 
As he advanced, the armored train un- 
der Capt. Fitzelareiice, Col. Ilore, Capt. 
Sandford, Lord Hentinek and Lieut. 
Swiiiburu, came out to meet him. A 
heuvy tight raged from to 11, and the 
Boers were beaten l).»ck. 

Then ('roiije ordered up his heavy ar- 
tillery, and on October 111 he bombnrded 
-Mafeking, tirst deniaiidiny its surrender 
to " save life." The bombardment killed 
cne dog. At its conclusion Croujo sent 
his messenger to demand the surrender 
of the town. Badeu-l'owell was wak- 
ened from bis sleep to receive the lues- 
seiig<>r. lie treated the man humor- 
ously, fed him well, aud sent him back 
to Cronje with the following message: 

■■ When we've had enough we'll let 
yiui know." 

In such line spirit the contest began. 
But Cronje still was resolute, lie had 
bet'ii a fortnight before this place — a 
pour little kraal ii.-f it was — and he could 
aflurd lu lose no more lime. So from 
I'reiuria came a 40-pouuder, a monster 
of a gun, drawn by an army of bullocks 
and mules, which was to smash Mafe- 
king from a distance of four miles. That 
I he fear of this gun might iuMuence him, 
Baden-Powell was informed of its coni' 
iug. 

•• If it comes too near, ■we shall take 
it," was bis defiant ruii\,er. 

,\ lookout house was rigged up, and 
man stationed therein with a te!esco|)e, 
so that whe'i a shell from the big gun 
^vas couiing, the garrisou might retire tu 
cover. At the same tiii.e bomb proof 
e.\cavations were made for the guns of 
the garrison, so that in case of necessity 
ilii'y might be temporarily dismounted. 

llaviiig taken inese precautions, 
Baden To well played his usual game of 
billiards. 

On Ocfdber 24 the big gun arrived. 
The Boer artillery then consisted of one 
M-pounder, two 12-ponndcrs, one 10- 
IwHuder and fiye T-poundera. But heavy 
as the metal was, it was insufllcieut to 
beat the heart out of that little garrison. 

The hospital and, the conveui. and the 
women's camp were abellcd indifferently 
with the rest of the town, but that did 
not Kiibd-.ie Baden-Powell. Bather it 
iniiile him the more dotortninod never to 
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surri'iider t(> an enemy that had pruveii 
su barbarous. 

Siege artillery pruving useli-ss. ('roiije 
I lied another device. By cunstructing 
trenches in eclu'luii he strove to ereep 
nearer aud nearer to the town's defeueos 
iiiiil liiially make them untenable. This 
was so far the most formidable move' 
against the garrisun. It was met by 
liaden-I'owell with characteristic auda- 
city. In the dead of night his men 
sullied out with bayonets lixed, ucd spit- 
ted the Boers as tliiy silt in their en- 
trcncliiiients. 

Then an assault in force was tried by 
the Boers on Cannon Kopje, the force 
being led by Cronje's son. The attack 
faili'd and tin- young Boer leader wa.s 
killed. So attack and defence proceeded 
ri.ght up to the end of December. 

But for all this the position of the gar- 
rison was growing more and more des- 
perate. Ilidp had been expected in 
October; then in Nuvoinber; then 
surely in December, riut no help came. 
From the far north Buden-PoweU's old 
school chum. Col. Plumer, came down 
with a little column, but was forced 
back by drought. From the south at 
that time not a wora came. 

Food grew shorter and shorter, and 
the garrisou learned to starve like heroes 
as wcdl as liglit like heroes. Ammuui- 
tioii had 111 be conserved, and with a 
dwindling garrison and a more cautious 
and watchful eneiiiy, bnyonot attacks 
tame to be <mt of the question. 

As the siege continued the rage of the 
Bo. .-s increased in ratio with its im- 
polence. A proclamation by Badeii- 
I'owidl that the enemy "should disperse 
peacefully to their homes " was met by 
a scornful respoii-;c, aud later the 
wuiiien's laager was shelled by way of 
reply, a little girl being killed and two 
women wounded. 

Then followed the criss-cross of uu- 
certaiuty. Mafeking's relief was an- 
nounced aud re-auuouucod through Brit- 
a'u and the colonies. 'First Plumer, then 
some other, was close at hand— were 
practically there— and all the time 
B iden-Powell and his little band of 
heroes fought on, starved on— but held 
on. 

When Kimbcrloy was relieved, and 
through the brilliant movements of 
Huberts and Kitchener the Boer plan of 
cani|iaign fell to pieces, it was thought 
to be only a matter of a few days ere 
Baden- Powell should bp, not so much 
delivered, as given wider scope for the 
display of his energies. 

But later tidings told repeatedly of 
famine and keen distress, borne with 
heroic courage, and there was much 
occasion for just such forebodings as 
cast a shadow over the last days of the 
Iviinberley struggle. 

As the siege wore on, Boberts siwke to 
relieve the tense anxiety of the Empire 
us much as to cheer the heart of the man 
ot Mufekiug. 

" Hold on until the ISlli of May aud 
we'll be with you,'' was the text of his 
promise, and Badeii-Powell answered 
" aye." 

" Bobs ■' was true to his promise, and 
the nation's expectation was redeemed, 
the last days of desperation for tli 
BiKMS sbo'ving that, starving or full of 
food, Badeu-Powell's men still could 
tight, and the closing of the siege seeing 
the defenders also aggressive — and vic- 
torious in combat with the oiiemy. Now 
nil anxiety is at an end, and the must 
gallant defence in the niilitarj- annals of 
the century lias closed triumphantly. 

Su ends a tale of gallant daring, of 
lesohite, stubborn, essentially Boer cour 
age. To Britishers, " not ouco. nor 
twice, in their rough island story,'' has 
bigliesi glory been won through tbt 
patient and indomitable heroism of a 
bcdi'agnered garrison. Writing at tin 
time of the .Vriuada, Shakespeare pic- 
tured the'whole Mother Island as boldly 
standing the siege of envious Europe: 
'•This prerlons stone, set In a silver sea. 
Which serves It in the oftlre of a wall 
Or as n moat defensive to n house, 
.\giilnst the envy of le.is happier lands." 

-And from those days when I»rd 
Howard of Klllngham sallied forth with 
bis small sloujis tu make a sortie against 
the great mass uf the Spaniards, down 
to the iirosent time, when ttie tale of 
Mafeking comes to assure us that Brit- 
ishers have nut lust iiieii^ courngp, there 
have been many tales of gallant garri- 
souH. From tiie continent of Europe, 
from Syria and Egyjit, from tlio back- 
woods of our own Canada, from India 
1111(1 South Africa alike, have come the 
contributions to tho roll of lieroe.s. The 
glorious defence of Lucknow during the 
Indian mutiny against a horde of sepoy.'- 
is in ninny respects analogous to the 
holding of Mafeking against Cronje's 
commandoes. In either case a small 
coniiian.v was surrounded by an army, 
and held to the last ledge of hope by 
heroism as calm as it was resourceful. 
The holding of Acre against Napoleon 
in Syria, or tlio stubborn stand of (!ib- 
raltar against a two years' siege are 
other deeds of the past which may well 
be compared y,-ith the defence of tiiis 
little African village. While British 
men can boast such deeds, there need be 
no fear of the Empire passing' away.

'Ottawa, May 12. — Thoro is «ao leiiture 
of luiuiKterial action which .plaeos tin 
rgoverumeut in such .in uufarorable light 
as tho attitude they li:ive assumed in re- 
gard to '.he iuve.stigaliou of the West 
llurou aud IJrockvillc election frauds. 
Last year, when the government wuti not 
aware of the information iu the posses- 
sion of the opposition, they assumed a 
lofty tor.e of political moralty and superi- 
ority in that Iht-y proiuiseil to afford the 
fullest opportunity for probing any elec- 
liou frauds. The close of the session pre- 
vented the completion of the oatjuiry, but 
iu the meantime the revel-atious before 
thu party committee liad lu^eu of such un 
iinsavorv character that the goverumcnt 
wanted no ujore of them. At ihe very 
beginning of this i^ession Mr. ISordcii, 
Coiiservative member Idr Halifax, sought 
to 1kiv(> these inve.sSigatiojis continued be- 
fore the privileges and ."lections coin- 
inittee, but frieii ls of thi' goveriuueiit in- 
terposed with a i.>>chiiical objection, and 
the motion w.us ciioked olX. 'i'lie member 
tor Halifax tlieii gave notice of his mo- 
tion 111 the usual maimer, but once iiiore 
the government xireVBUted the motion 
from being reached, and by pursuing 
similar uheitruutive tactics it would not 
have boett reached this scesiou. Seeing 
this, yit. Boiidon .rotaorcd bis notice of 
motion from the onler ^pitper altogether, 
'.hus plachig himself iu-a position to move 
his resolution as nn -amendment to tho 
motion to ^'o into committee of supply. 
The result ic tliat the-t'overument L< now 
brought face to ta.ce with the is^iiis; there 
can be no dodging or side-trucking of it, 
and the ocuiury wHli.-soon see how much 
political honesity there is in the present 
outfit who iiro now .misgoverning the 
country. 

It is ;.u ikld story .jiow :ik to how the 
(rooked wort wwti done. In West Huron 
u'ooil b.aiJoltt 'Cast for Uobert McLean, 
•he Conservative <:aiulidate, were made 
away with, jiiid -liallols for Holmes, the 
sitting Grit memlier, substituted. 'I'luis, 
in No. 4 Colborue, l-I ballots were cast 
for .Mclean, ai;i.'ordiiig to the testiinoiiy 
of votern l.heiusidves. but only l!U were 
found in the ballot bo.\. The inference 
wa,'; obvious — ballots had bei'U 
slipped for ilolun.'s, and it so luiiipened 
lliat Ihen- were discovered in the box 
1 1 iiallol.s wliii-li when tested by one cit 
lOildy's cjsiiei.ts with his micrometer, 
w:re fof.iid to be twice the thiclcness of 
the pap.'r in .the pad from which the 
genuine haJlots wore. taken. The stulm 
from wbicfa the 14 ballots were supposed 
to ha^c heen dtotn were half the thick- 
ness of libe famous 14, and, moreover, 
there ivas a •differenoe in the printing of 
tho ballots. The clear Jeuiiction from 
these facts w.us that false ballots had 
been sifuMtilutiul for (he .gooil ones. And 
so it went along all tlirough the record. 
In .\o. ;', poll, (.iodi'ricii, only 118 men 
voted, bnl VIZ !ballols came out of tliL' 
box, I'orly of these .were marked for 
McLean, but Tj.'i good men and true 
swore tliat they hail carit. their votes for 
the Cous<?rv.atjve candidute. Tiius in this 
poll i;j .McLi'iLii liallots had bcHui spirited 
away. If iheru iiad been, time to c<in- 
elude the eiuiuiry last se;*ion it would 
I'.ave been shown .that -Mr. Holmes is 
the mis-represiLUtative of West Huron, 
and that he is .unfairly and illegally in 
possession of a seat w.tjidi belongs to 
Mr. McLean. 

h\ tho BrocIiTille frauds Mr. Bonlcii 
only touched the fringe of the matter. 
There is much more information to some. 
He furiiLshed enough tostimoiiy, how- 
ever, to show tliut there had been crooked 
work in the ^llection of llie '•little 
pill man, ' Comstock. Mr. .liorden said 
ho had in his j)os8cssion an afildnvit 
which went to Aow ifhat a xma. had been 
imported into Bitoo^ille to train dcpnty 
returning otSecre £ow to^ateal and forge 
and substitute ballotfl, ,£hat eleven deinity 
returning offlceis -wcEe.so trAixGd, and 
IHl forged ballots snbnituted for good 
ballots; that the deputies were to get a 
certain sum, generally ,$5 per. blUlot, for 
eai-h Kubstituled baJioL Tho method by 
which this snlxititufioii w\\« done was set 
forth- in tile atlldavit of James I'ritehett, 
the man who ilid the training. I'ritch- 
ett's statement was as follows: 

"The deputy nUiiruijig ollli'or wotild 
keej, the false ballots so , -that he .could 
readily take one in his left hand w'hcn 
he wished to work it. Wii.eii a knov,'n 
Conservative voter would bi' iu the act 
of handing his ballot to the depi'ty. tlii> 
latter would [dace his left lutiid upon the 
table with ii false ballot ii|)der the Iniiid, 
but no counterfoii. .\t the siime moment 
he would iiccept from the voti-r, with his 
i:.rht Imnd, the genuine balldt and couii- 
t' Ttoll. He then would |ilace ihi' genu- 
ine ballot iiniler tlii' Ici't liaiiil fingers ac 
if for the |iiirpose of te;iring off llie coun- 
i li-rfoil, and with a (luick moti-in of the 
right hand he would i-eiiiovi' both gcnu- 
iiii.' ballot and counterfoil, at filie same 
.luoment raising the left liainl tiiid leav- 
ing oh the table a ballot from \rtiich the 
flounterfoil hud apparently been jiisf re- 
rjiovcd. He would put what he htid iu 
his right hand in his coat pocto, and 
thou put in the box the ballots lying 
uiMui the table. This ballot uo jtut in 
the box would be one of those previously 
furn.ished by me to the deputy, and on 
which I had put a cross in favor of Corn- 
stock.- 

Here we have the confession as to how 
the ora<;le was worked by "the machine." 
There good rciuion for believing that 
(his system hiul been in operation as far 
Iwiek as J^he time Win. i'aterson was 
cfj^ct'^il in North Grey, It took tho Con- 
servatives ;i little time to get on t» it, 
and now it is sale to «ay that the iTays 
of ihf iiiacliiiie are at t\i\ end. 

.Mr. .McMullc'ii, the g.overiiiiieiU mem- 
ber lor North AVellingtMi, has put par- 
liament under a debt of gi?;j tifiide to him, 
although lii' certainly did )jo, iniciid il. 
neitiier did he foresee it. ll wan on the 
discuKsioi! n'siicetiiig sieil ;;rain indebt- 
edness in tliL» house on Thur«vjiiy. Mr, 
Me.Mullen had ^lis say, and showed that

bure-hiced than I. am. (Laughter. The 
bou scntlciqau- said that in my -upper 
storsr there were a iacge number of 
rooms to let. Again, he did not tell the 
difference between ns. There may be 
rooms to let in uiy tipper storey, and 
there arc rt«onis to let iu the lum geaitle- 
onan's upper storcy^ feut tho difTerence is 
this, that mine are furnished and his -sire 
unfuvnishwl." 

The diUlcultiivi 'between the shipiMng 
intereste and the Montreal pilot,s has IihI 
Sir Louis Oiivics to present ;i projiosal 
looking to the creation of a pilotage court 
ill tlie city of .Montreal. The Mentreal 
pi-(>;ile do not like the minister's HUgges- 
lioii; what they are tisking for is the 
creation of a vicc-adniiralty c(nirt in that 
city. -Sir Louis llavies would not listen 
to thi-s. but pressed for flu- jiassage of his 
own bill. After iiu'asure had bei>n 

coiisidcped for some time, .it tralispinnl, 
to Sir Louis Ibivies' great annoyanci! .■iiul 
chagfin, that a measure hnd passed tho 
house this session to create a vice-miinir 
jiJlj court in .Montreal. When the .-ittiin 
tion of the Minititer of MiU-ine was ealb'i 
to this he was greatly put out. Ui- had 
fought ISO strenuously for his owm -lit tie 
bill that it was a surprise to hiui tii 
learn that it was likely to be so uuich 
waste paper. Tho upsiiot of tho matter 
was that Sir Louis asked that bin own 
nieiiMiire should stand in order to si- 
what could be ilone tfnvards reeiinc:ihii; 
il with the other. 

The anticipated famine in print ini 
|icr has greatly perturbed some <if tli 
newspaper proprietors, espi'c:ially tbosi 
who were accustomed to getting their 
supplier from the I'ebly company. Il 
was thought that relict wiuild be secured 
through tlie Laiireiitides coniii:iiiy, but 
the newspaper men got aooilier shock 
when the newri came that the Laureiitide 
mill had been buriied. .V meeting was 
held iu Ottawa for ithe purpose of devis- 
ing measures tor relief, 'i'liey wen 
nearly all Grit.'i who were there, and tin' 
upshot of the meeting was the. passage ol 
a resolution asking the government tf 
place newspajier on the free list. Tho 
Conservative iiew.-ipaper proiirieiors stay 
ed away. They 'believe in llie i)rinciiih 
of the Natiouiil I'olicy, aud ilo not con 
sider that the .placing of United .State; 
paper on the free dist would relieve the 
situation. The .tlbolitiun 'jf newspaper 
postage would certainly be a benetit. 

The Domiaia&'koard of cirll service ex- 
amiaers have presented their annual re- 
Ijort to parliament for the year ending 
Ltecpmber 31. 1H5)9. It shows that ;U7 
candidates presented theui«(dves for ex 
amination dnriug.tlie. year, and that only 
01 failed to juss the test. As an eiliica- 
tioiial lest the e.Mimiiiatioiiri are iieces 
sarj- to [he giiod-iuanugement of tho pub 
lie business, but they also entail much 
disiii'poiiitment on persons looking for 
employiii'jiit ujjdcr the government. Sir 
Hectio- Laiigevin lirst started these ex- 
aminations at Ottawa, in imitation of th 
Eiiglitih .sysieni, w means of choking 
(dT the horde of applicants by whom mill 
isters and mmibers an? ulw.iys jiestered. 
'J'lu' I'^iiglish system, hoic.iver, is non 
political, and vacancies arc always lilled 
liy the candidates having the highct^t 
mimbiT of niiU'Jis. But the goveriiineiit 
still retains the .political feature of ai 
point nieiits, which le:ives things just as 
they were, iu so far as getting iiitn th 
public service is concerned, but limits th 
selection of the minister to those of hi 
friet'ds who have passed the exiimiii- 
alions. It is a little easier for the iiiin 
istcrti, but eutiuJs much . disappointment 
on the army of aspiring youth who an- 
nually attend these examinations in the 
innocent expectation of getting u position 
in tho ptiblic service.

Manila, .Mayl3S,-tIn the Caii^rma fight. 
Island of Saniar, on May 1, about TOO of 
the enemy attacked the men of the 4;{rd 
infantry. 'J'he .\iiiericaiis killed "20!) of 
the Ii''iliiiiuos, and only three Americans 
were wounded. M.ijjor John (Jilmore and 
a hundred men of tlie -tlird regiment were 
ambushed, but there were no .Vmerici 
caHUalties. The transport Lennox has 
returned here after liinding four troops 
Of the 11th cavalry t<i reinforce Col. ,7. 
Prnnklin Bell The troops. Major Ihigli 
Simc commanding, were landed at Ivo- 
gaspl ond proceeded lacrotw country to 
tstrengthen the garrison at I..igao They 
found entrcnchuients manned by iiusnr- 
gonts between the town, and were two 
days on their way. Their only loss was 
three horses. The offlcers report tliev 
killed 40 insurgents, but the natives say 
80 were killed.

TlK'se ami other occurrences turned JIc- 
Oarry to [ihllosophlzlng. lie had |)lenty 
of fond for thought and while serving ous- 
loiners at the bar It was his habit to keep 
iiji a witty fire of comment on the events 
of the day and more nrion the night, for the 
Clilc.igo of that day was not the (lulet, 
peacealde city that It now Is— speaking 
conipariitlvoly, of course, for thorp !s still 
enough going on to koe|) things moving. Ills

And .McCarry l.s the original Mr. Dooley, 
HO ndmlralily IntrodHccd to the humor lov- 
Ing public by Mr. Dunne. 

.\inong the Jovial horde of newspaper 
men and others who used to drop 'Into "Mc 
Oarrys back rooms were Dnnne and his 
friends and men like John D. fibco. the 
veteran police ofllelol who could dance Jigs 
and whistle come-ali-yes with anybody. 
Billy Plnkerton, of detective fame, ami 
Others of more or less ImportanGe. Mo- 
Garry, when not on watch at the bar, 
was regularly Inticed Into the wine rooms 
In the rear and thus the fun loving gang 
passed tlio time away with tho witty, 
tliongh Illiterate McOarry as the centre of 
attrai'llon. Ills philosophic -way of look 
Ing at tilings and his quaint stories, 
the latter oxtriivagantly recited In tho rich- 
est and ruri'st nf brogues, regularly caught 
the i-niwd until, evcntuall.v, Dunne -was tnk- 
I n with the hapiiy Inspiration that to put 
tile Mcr;.'irr\- stylo Into the nowspnpor col- 
umns wuiilii make |iretty good reading. 
With Dunnes natural fund of humor, the 
task provi'ii nil easy one. and In due cmirKO 
there appeared on the editorial page -of tlio 
Kvenliig I'dst from week to week the say- 
ings and (biings, Imaginative and otherwise, 
of the big red-facod, red-haired, white- 
aproned, jcjvlal McOiirry. 
Thus WHS croiitod the Dooley yarns which

But poor old Me0arr.v, wbot has hoeonie 
of hini? Let's see. The next tlr.ie ycai 
are in Chicago and tbc day is warm nnd 
flne, stroll north In Dearborn street to the 
Treniont House, botween Randolph nnd 
Lake streets, and, ten ehance.s to one, you 
will si'e the original Dooley man sunnlnK 
himself 111 an arm chair, placed on tho 
outer, edge of tlie pavement In front of 
tlio hotel entrance. He's not a pretty 
•man. Ilo has a large face, with a massive, 
bulbous sort of nose, heavy neck, his red 
hair Is getting on tho gray side and his 
KTt:at frame Is stout, though not unwlehlly.

McQarry, rigid 
with nmazonunt .md thlnklug the pro- 
fits of throe or four drinks Kaue In a single 
gulp. In a stage Whisper inHluunted: 

"Will ye h.>v a bncket?"
